Personally I am a firm believer 
that animals have _ individual 
languages—at least a few sounds 
or signs that convey a meaning 
and that is language. As I thumb 
through my album I wonder if 
the horse pictured on Russia 
A328 met the horse on United 
States A353 whether they -would 
be able to understand each other. 

Some of the designs among the 
many hundred stamps portraying 
horses or parts of horses are very 
attractive as any horse lover 
will testify I suggest the novice 
examine Switzerland A86, Ger- 
many SP121, SP122, SP166, SP179, 
SP242 and Philippine Islands A66 
to suggest a few outstanding 
items. 

A subject matter collection on 

the subject horses may be formed 
by collecting one of each type 
or by attempting to get every 
value of each type. For your 
guidance there is a check list of 
type numbers of stamps_ that 
portray horses as listed in Scott’s 
1952 Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue. 
Of course many of the types 
consist of sets of stamps of vari- 
ous denominations. I won’t say 
the list is 100% complete because 
the Scott Catalogue no longer 
illustrates each design issued but 
it is substantially complete and 
will serve as a guide to a collector 
desiring to form a collection of 
stamps picturing horses.

Release Volume I Scott’s 
‘03 Standard Catalog; Some 
Adds, Many Price Changes 


Like the stirring call of a hunting horn, the advent of a new edition 
of the 85-year-old Scott Catalogue marks the opening of a fresh stamp 


hunting season each September. 


This year, Scott Publications have released Volume I of the Stand 
ard Postage Stamp Catalogue right on time, giving a strong impetus 


to the hobby. As every confirmed

The 1953 Scott is well packed 
with tens of thousands of price 
changes, listing revisions and ad- 
ditional listings of stamps which 
have been issued since the pre- 
vious edition went to press.: 


Additions to older listings in- 
clude: 
1. Dies of the U. S. 1950 stamped 


envelopes. 

2. The ‘‘Malaya-Borneo Exhibi- 
tion’”’ overprints of Brunei, North 
Borneo, Straits Settlements, Kedah, 
Kelantan and Trengganu, a total of 
66 stamps, which have been given 
minor numbers. 

3. The 1923 Nauru _ overprints 
(four stamps previously mentioned 
in a footnote). 

4. The upright watermark 
variety of British Guiana No.234, 
the 24c green of 1938, which is 
priced at $5 unused and $4 used, 
compared with the commoner 
stamp with sideways watermark 
priced at 28c unusued and 15 used. 

Bahawalpur has been moved 
from India to Pakistan, and’Mexico 
Nos. C1 and Cla have been trans- 
posed, making the earlier and less 
expensive stamp the major num-

Two sections which repeated 
material in Volume II—Danish 
West Indies and the American 
Colonies of European Nations— 
have been dropped from Vol. I. 

Among the stamps receiving not- 


Great Britain 2%d_ Silver 
Jubilee in Prussian blue jumps 
from $200 to $300. Canal Zone No. 
43b, the 5c with head of Cordoba 
instead of Arosemena, goes from 
$500 to $1,250. Canal Zone No. 33d, 
the 2¢ with inverted head, which 
was previously unpriced, is now 
priced at $1,000 used. 

Several prices _ have been 
changed in the Dr. Pounds’ air- 
mail issue of Honduras, the most 
extreme being a drop from $6,000 
to $5,000 for No. C3. 

Other drops in this group: No. 
C2 from $125 to $100; No. C5 from 
$1,000 to $750; No. C7 from $100 to 
$75; No. C8 used from $175 to $150. 

Increases in this group: Nos. C4, 
C6 and C10 from $40 to $50; No. C9 
from $250 to $275; No. Cll and C13 
from $75 to $100. 

Price reductions in Argentine 
semipostals included: No. B9 from 
$10 to $4; No. B10 from T5c to 
50c; No. Bll from $45 to $30.

“Life” Photographer 
Makes Stamp Designs 


On September 25 Turkey will re 
lease a set of four stamps publiciz 
ing its part in the Korean War. 
Of interest to collectors specializ 
ing in Americana is the fact that 
all four of the designs were adapt 
ed from photographs made by 
“LIFE” photographer Carl Mydans 
in Korea. 

According to Whitfield King & Co., 
Ipswich, England there will be 
printed 150,000 of the two low vak 
ues and 100,000 of the two high. 

The 15 kurus dark gray shows @ 
Turkish soldier; 20K blue, Turk- 
ish soldier and flag of the red cres- 
cent; 30K yellow brown, Turkish 
soldier playing with a Koreaan 
child; 60K olive, red and white, 
Turkish soldiers planting a Turke 
ish flag on one of the reconquered 
Korean districts. 

Three Portuguese colonies honore 
ed St. Francis Xavier on the cen- 
tenary of his death with sets of 
three stamps each, the designs of 
which are common to each set. 
They show a statue of St. Francis, 
the miraculous arm of St. Francis 
and the tomb of the saint. 

Macao issued values of 3, 16 and 
40 avos; Timor 1 and 16 avos and 
1 Pataca; and Portuguese India 
6 reis, 2 and 5 tangas. 

Whitfield King & Co. also note 
that the federation of Eritrea with 
Ethiopia becomes effective Septem- 
ber 15. Postage stamps and post- 
age dues of Great Britain overe 
printed “B.A. Eritrea’’ will be with- 
drawn at close of business on thas 
date. 


New Zealand Plans 
Five For Coronation 


New Zealand’s philatelic con 
tribution to the Coronation of 
England’s Queen Elizabeth II will 
consist of five stamps to be re 
leased in June 1953. 

According to Whitfield King & 
Co., Ipswich, England they are to 
be:-a 2d with the Queen’s portrait; 
3d Buckingham Palace and the 
Queen; 4d State Coach of the 
Coronation Procession, and the 
Queen; 6d Westminster Abbey plus 
the Crown and Royal Cypher; 18 
Crown and Royal Sceptre. 

Each design will also contain the 
wording ‘‘Coronation 1953’’. 

The 2d and 6d are to be produced 
by photogravure, the remaining 
three from engraved plates. 

The new definitive series with 
the portrait of Elizabeth will nog 
be placed on sale until the Coro 
nation stamps: have been with 
drawn.

One of the better quality and 
more accurate of the foreign cata- 
logs has just been released in its 
1953 edition. It is the “AFA Fri- 


and published by Aarhus Frimaer- 
kehandel, Bruunsgade 33, Aarhus, 
Denmark. 

It deals strictly with the stamps 
of Europe in a general manner, 
but specializes the issues of Den- 
mark.

Announcement has now been made and dates set for the fourth 
annual Postage Stamp Show which is sponsored by the American 
Stamp Dealers Association. As in the past three years the show 
will be held in the 71st Infantry Regiment Armory at the corner of 
34th Street and Park Avenue in New 
York. ; 

This of course will be the focal point on 
a national scale, but do not forget that 
there will be but a small number of the 
stamp collectors of these United States 
who will be able to attend this show. 
Most of you who read these words will be 
unable to attend for many and varied rea- 
sons, but do not let that keep you from 
doing your part in a national way though 
your efforts show up only in a local way. 

It has been the custom for the past 
three years to call the week in which the 
big New York Show is held, National Post- 
# age Stamp Week and it has been urged 

‘that local clubs and societies in every 
f city where there are local clubs should 
hold some sort of a show or display or 
some Philatelic event to attract attention 
Ee to stamp collecting. 

This should not be overlooked, no mat- 
ter if your club does have a regular an- 
nual show at a certain date. Make this an

extra effort even if it is no more than a small show or a show held 
on the night of your usual stamp club meet where the general public 
can be invited, perhaps a show in a down town store window, bank 
lobby or moving picture house lobby. Let there be some sort of a 
display during this week of November 17 to 23, 

You also, who live in small communities where there is no 


organized stamp club can do your share too. You can prepare a few 
frames which you can usually arrange to show in a store window or 
in your local bank or post office lobby. This should not be over- 
looked by anyone and remember that often such shows have led 
to big finds in small communities. Even though stamp collecting is 
the world’s greatest hobby there are millions of people who know 
little or nothing about it and who through seeing a small display 
may remember that they have some old stamps or letters about the 
house and might dig them up and bring to you, 

In making local displays always attach a card of some nature 
inviting others interested in collecting stamps to get in touch with 
you with the object of forming a local club or promoting interest 
among local stamp collectors and put your address on the card. By 
this means you are able to get contacts with those who may have 
material of interest. Many good finds have been made in this man- 
ner and it is so easy to do, 

Now for the how do you do it. In New York where the big 
show is to be held they have plenty of enthusiastic help for the 
men there know what these shows mean and it is not a big effort to 
get the — lined up for this show and they usually make the 
display also. The big job there is the overall management which 
is a terrific job for anyone but it is always done. 

For you.ouf in the cities and towns all over the country, towns 
where there is a stamp club or in towns where there is no stamp 
club, you will find the officers of the ASDA and the entire American 
Stamp Dealers Association ready to cooperate and help you stage a 
show or put on a display, 

In big cities it can be that several different clubs, many of 
which are mostly community affairs might hold a show in their 
community or all local clubs can go together and hold a down town 
show for a full week. Frequently a vacant store room can be ob- 
tained and such locations on the street level are very desirable. 

But in any event, you can have help for your efforts. The ASDA 
will supply you with plans and information for conducting your local 
activity whether it be a big show or a smal] window display. Do not 
delay do not put it off, plan immediately to take part in this Na- 
tional Stamp Week and begin at once to get ready in your town, 

Address a letter to Mr, Peter G. Keller, American Stamp Dealers 
Association, 65 Nassau Street, New York 38, N. Y. Explain your 
intention to cooperate with a local show or display and ask for in- 
formation that will be helpful in your planning. Do this now, time 
will fly fast and a big response from the collectors of America can 
do more than anything else in encouraging the ASDA to do more 
and more in order to help out in this nation wide display. 

Naturally, we will publish further information on how to carry 
on locally, but do not depend on such a way of learning what you can 
do. Make contact direct with the ASDA and start to work im- 
mediately.

Jimmy is one of the original Australian bushmen, without learn- 
ing or education yet a splencid physical specimen and he got his 
mame from the fact that wh2n asked what he would charge for 
doing some task he always said “one pound” no matter how little or 
how big the job,

Seems as though t’ 2 plate block 
matter written abc ¢ in the Sept- 
ember 1 column hit some readers 
“where they live’. (Riches from 
stamps). 

They didn’t, like to learn that 
plate blocks of the last ten years 
are worth no more than face, with 
just a few exceptions when they 
try for a quick sale. Ali these 
people who have been haunting 
post offices accumulating them 
have done so with dollar signs in 
their eyes. 

I do not refer, of course, to 
legitimate plate collectors who get 
just “at they need for their 
collections and let it go at that. 

I mean these men and women 
who can’t resist going to the 
post office wherever they are 
to get in the clerk’s hair de- 
manding plate blocks. Mostly they 
don’t mount them, or even have 
a collection—it’s just plain hoard- 
ing. 

If you must hoard, and can 
afford keeping your money tied up 
for a number of years and then 
get it back without profit, then buy 
all the plate blocks your pocket- 
book and storage facilities will 
stand. 

But take one word of advice on 
the matter. Do not buy for invest- 
ment any singles, blocks, sheets or 
whatever of the modern stuff which 
is not nearly perfectly centered. 
You wont buy material which is 
not in that condition, so how can 
you expect the future purchaser of 
your “‘investment’’ to do so? 

And above all, store it safely in 
a clean, dry place with normal 
temperatures.

Although there are technically no 
post offices operating on any of 


the mail couriers are officially 
supplied with standard postmarking 
devices for use on any mail that 
may be handed to them en route. 
The cover shown top right in the 
illustration above bears stamps 
with the ‘‘Bamako-Tombouctou” 
cancellation. The river route tra- 
versed by this mail courier actually 
starts at Koulikoro, downriver from 
Bamako, and ends at Kabara, the 
port of Timbuktu. Thus the two 
terminals named in the postmark 
are both wrong. 

After the outbreak of war in 
Europe in August 1939, steamer 
services across the Atlantic to Ger- 
many were necessarily suspended. 
One vessel thus affected, the ‘‘Man- 
hattan,”’ undertook service’ to 
Italian ports; for Italy was neutral 
at the time. Sea post service 
aboard the ‘‘Manhattan’’ was dis 
continued; and shipboard mail was 
thereafter marked ‘with the rather 
crude straight-line handstamp 
shown on the cover pictured right 
center. 

The making of cachets and other 
philatelic souvenirs is not entirely 
a recent innovation. The imprinted 
postal card shown left center re- 
ceived a number of fancy and en- 
tirely private ‘“‘decorations’’ in 1910. 
There is, first of all, a private 
label with ‘“‘V. f. B. Kiel’’ across 
the bottom. Then the enthusiastic 
philatelist of forty-two years ago 
bisected a current German 5pf 
stamp, and stuck one half of it on 


the card. Both label and _bisect 
were then ‘“‘cancelled” with a pri- 
vate handstamp reading ‘‘Kiel— 


XXII Deutscher Philatel.tag’’ with 
date of August 12, 1910.

Trieste Overprints 
Applied Carefully 


A careful look at the Rome 
overprinted Trieste stamps (N53 
on) will show that the overprint 
has been carefully placed so as 
not to mar the beauty of the 
stamp. If need be, it is separated 
so that AMG appears on one side 
of a subject and FTT on the other, 

But in all cases it is a very 
studied matter, and proofs are 
submitted for these just as they 
are for regular stamps, 

The matter of displaced or mis- 
placed overprints according to 
Joe Bush, AMG specialist is a 
little different here than in the 
early Trieste overprints. The 
original Trieste stamps were over- 
printed in such a manner that 
the overprint could appear on 
any part of the stamp and still be 
looked on as normal, 

However, in the Rome over- 
prints this is not the case. Rarely 
does it happen, but when a sheet 
accidently gets printed with the 
inscription at the bottom of the 
stamp when it should appear at 
the top—this is considered a mis- 
placed overprint. There are only 
a few values overprinted thus.

The Division of Philately of the 
Smithsonian Institution received a 
total of 155 individual accessions 
for a total of 5,567 specimens dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1952. This brings the number of 
specimens under the jurisdiction of 
the Division to more than 500,000. 
’ Continued support of the Post 
Office Department in turning over 
one specimen of every foreign 
stamp received through the Uni- 
versal Postal Union accounted for 
a high percentage of the number 
of new specimens. To this must 
be added the new United States 
postage and airmail emissions. 

Other governments have mani- 
fested an increasing awareness of 
the National Postage Stamp Col- 
lection, notably Israel, through the 
State of Israel Philatelic Services; 
Australia, through the Australian 
Government Trade Commission; 
Norway, through the Norwegian 
Embassy; the British Colonies, 
through the Crown Agents for the 
Colonies, in Washington; Nieara- 
gua, through the Oficina de Con- 
trol de Especies; Liberia, through 
its Liberian Philatelic Agency; 
Czechoslovakia, through Orbis, and 
the United Nations, through its 
Postal Administration. 


Among individuals special men- 
tion was made of the gift of some 
of the original dies prepared for 
United States postal stationary 
(1853-70) by George F. Nesbitt and 
Co., and the loan of others by B. 
H. Homan Jr. of New York. Mr. 
Homan also donated a model of an 
1869 canceling device, the first 
“Ordinance for Regulating the Post 
Office of the United States of 
America,” passed in 1782, and 
documents concerning the  issu- 
ance of the ‘‘Penny Black,” and 
subsequent British issues of 1841, 
1862, 1872, and 1873. 

W. Lloyd Heath and Col. Lewis 
F, Shull practically completed the 
Korean section, including North 
Korea; Ernest Rietschel and Dr.

—the Scinde District Dawk—two 
special commemorative stamps 
were issued by the Posts and 
Telegraphs Department. 

They are of 3 and 12 annas de- 
nomination, in olive green and 
brown respectively, were designed 
in the Ministry of Communications 
and printed by Messrs. Thomas 
De La Rue & Co., the same firm 
which printed the first stamp one 
hundred years ago. 

The ‘‘Scinde Dawk’’ stamps have 
a colorful history and were intro- 
duced by Sir Bartle Frere, Com- 
missioner of Sind, on July 1, 1852. 
The first stamp was circular in 
shape and red in color. 

After a short time, however, the 
red stamp was found to be too 
brittle and was replaced by a white 
stamp of identical design but on 
better paper.

difficult to distinguish on white 
envelopes. 

The third and final stamp ap- 
peared in blue. These stamps were 
eventually suppressed by the 
British Government of India
